VERY mun has some one stroke In
tennla that worrles him. To some It {8
the volley; to others it is the wmush; to

& fow It ls the serviee; but to the great
mnjority it Is the baokhand. Most playars
fear their backhand. That s why so few
Egreat hackhands exist. It (s just as easy
to make n backhand siroke as a fore-
hand, provided we have confidence In our
abiiity and do not try to shield our sup-
posed weakness. ‘Top most playera the
brekhand Is o purely defansive ahot. There
ire only two ranking players who rely
on their backhand regularly to pass o net
piayer. One is Theodore Hoosevelt Pell,
ranked. No. § this year; the other Is
R. N, Willlams, 2d, our No, 2 man, They
both scora often off their backhand, yet
thelr shots are totully different.

Peall'a shot, the most remarkable back-
hand .in the world, Is a fast drive, but
Just ns the ball starts to fall from the
top of Ita bound, It is hit with a full
arm swing*and a great deal of *“top,”
the walght travellng into the ahot na Pall
almost Jumps Into the ball.

It is a wonderful plece of absoluts con-
trol of footwork, yet withal la very er-
ratlo, because he relles on terrific force
to beat the other man, It Is generlly a
straight shot, seldom angled.

Willlams' shot on (he other hand, Ia
hit on the rising bounce with a very short
swing, the racquet meeting the ball full
foce and a wrist turn putting the “top’*
on it. Willlame can hit slther stralght or
eroas court from either alde seemingly
equally well, owing to tho shortness of his
swing, allowing him to change directions
mt the last minute. The remarkable part
1s the speed with which Willlams ean hit
erosg-court and hold the ball In court.

But let ua all remember that we are not
yet Polls and -Willlamses and therefore
let thess trick shots alone. For marveloun
a8 thesa shots are, they are individual and
uniqua and should not be copled wuntll
the fundnmental backhand ground stroke
becomes second nature. Onece that Is ace-
complished then we can begin to work
out the peguliar shot which will become
an attacking power.

Do not shield your backhand. Naver
form the hubit of running around n. ball
to get In on your forehand. To do so only
weakens your backhund and lays you
open to easy atiack, since your position
will be bod.

Do not chop yvour backhand until you
have moquired the flat ground stroke or
drive. No less nn authority than Dr. E
B. Dewhurst says unequivocally, “Never
chop your backhand under any elrcums-
stances.” Doctor Dewhurst ought to know,
for thera I8 no greater authority on tennis
strokes in Ameriea today than he.

The reason for thir advice agalnst the
chop stroke Is not that it Is necessarily a
bad ghot, but that It lacks pace. In mod.
ern tennis pace I8 An absolute neceasity.
California has proved it concluslvely. Tha
very nature of the chop stroke in (tself
tends agninst great speod, and the result
s that It Is an easy shot to volley onoe it
s reached.

Do not think that this is advooating
“Incing tha covar off every ball you hit
Far be It from that. 1t merely is advising
the development of a uniform speed, and
